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DIVVY & CONQUER 


City’s bike-share service 
extends reach— but some 
parts of city still left out

More Divvy bikes and stations are going to be 
installed beginning this month, doubling the 
footprint of Chicago’s bike-share program 
yet falling short of covering the entire city 

The addition of 176 stations and 1,750 
bikes will extend Divvy’s reach south to 75th 
Street in South Shore, north to Touhy Avenue 
in Rogers Park and west to Pulaski Road in 
Little Village and Avondale. The installation 
is expected to be completed by early summer, 
according to city officials. 

Currently, there are 300 stations. Since 
Divvy launched in June 2013, more than 3 mil- 
lion trips have been taken and nearly 7 mil- 
lion miles traveled, according to Divvy 

Divvy will be doubling its service area from 
covering 19 percent of the city’s geographic 
area to more than 38 percent of the city’s geo- 
graphic area under the expansion, said Sean 
Wiedel, assistant commissioner in the city’s 
department of transportation, at the recent 
Mayor’s Bicycle Advisory Council meeting. 

CDOT oversees the Divvy bike-sharing 
program in Chicago. The city owns the Div- 
vy bikes, stations and vehicles while the firm 
Motivate operates the Divvy program, which 
is sponsored by Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
of Illinois. 

While Wiedel said this latest expansion 
isn’t the end and they plan to submit addi- 
tional funding requests to add more stations, 
Divvy bikes aren’t available in all corners of 
Chicago. 

An expansion map provided by the city 
shows the Divvy expansion stops at 75th 
Street short of the city’s southern boundar- 
ies. For example, the Divvy expansion leaves 
out the Pullman neighborhood on the South 
Side, Garfield Ridge on the Southwest Side 
and Norwood Park on the far Northwest 
Side where there are no docking stations. 

“Just the mere fact of expansion is good. 
I believe Divvy needs to be expanded, but I 
believe Divvy should be expanded through- 
out the entire city and there are several chal- 
lenges that still need to be worked out,” said 
Shawn Conley, chairman of the Major Taylor 
Cycling Club of Chicago, a cycling organiza- 
tion with a majority of its members living on 
the South Side. 


“While I’m happy to see the expans ion, 
they do have to take into account the South 
and West sides are more expansive in terri- 
tory So it’s tough to get to one of those Divvy 
stations in 30 minutes,” he said. 

If a bike isn’t docked in half an hour, addi- 
tional charges apply It costs $75 for an annual 
membership or $7 for a 24-hour pass. Divvy 
counts more than 22,000 active members 
and 543,000 24-hour passes sold. 

Another challenge, Conley said, is how 
residents who don’t have bank or credit caich 
will access the bikes since membership ac- 
counts are linked to such cards. 

Offering Divvy bikes throughout the city 
could help boost neighborhood businesses, 
he said. 

“One of the things I’m hoping to see hap- 
pen is that the small mom and pop stores in 
the area, that you’d be able to ride a Divvy m 
those stores and support those stores,” said 
Conley who lives in South Shore near 8:st 
Street, beyond the Divvy limits. He would 
be about six blocks away from the near us t 
planned station. 

“We believe if we make the city more biku- 
able, it would increase people’s abilities IQ 
support small stores in the neighborhood's,” 
he said, instead of driving to places like 
Walmart in Indiana. 

The $8.75 million expansion of the pro- 
gram, which is funded by tax increment 
financing funds and federal grants, will in- 
crease the number of people that can usu 
Divvy, Wiedel said. 

Currently, it serves about 33 percent nf 
Chicago’s population, or roughly 8oo,oc-0 
people, but the additional stations and bikes 
will bring that to 56 percent, or more thnn 
1.3 million people, he said. 

Angela Brooks, 40, said she would jtidn 
Divvy if it were more convenient. She would 
like to ride from her home in Washington 
Park south to restaurants and her church un 
95th Street if there was a nearby docking sta- 
tion where she could park the bike. 

While she rides a road bike with the Major 
Taylor Cycling Club, Brooks said she’d like 
the Divvy option to commute around town 

‘Anything to increase opportunities for :iLI 
Chicagoans to have access to cycling is some- 
thing that we’d always encourage as well .is 
increasing bike lanes,” Brooks, cycling club 
captain, said.

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I am an addict, but you’d 
never know by just looking 


I didn’t use drugs 
until I was 18. Before 
then, I was an over- 
achiever in school, 
played sports and had 
an active social life. 
When I was a senior 
in high school, I got 
a part-time job at a 
pharmacy and contin- 
ued to work there 
throughout college. 

In college, my boy- 
friend smoked pot 
and I was so against drugs, I almost ended 
the relationship. A number of people asked 
me what the big deal was, so I began to ques- 
tion my values. Others were getting high and 
managing to succeed at school, so I decided I 
would try it, too. 

What started as experimentation soon 
turned into nightly binge drinking and using 
any drugs I could get my hands on. While 
others partied recreationally 
I learned that it allowed me to 
escape life. But when I started 
drinking, I was unable to stop. I 
ignored it because I was in college 
and “that’s what college kids do.” 

Also, my access to drugs at the 
pharmacy made it easy to try 
anything I could. 

Still, I was able to maintain my 
success at school. I later applied 
to pharmacy school and was ac- 
cepted on my first try 

I moved into an apartment by myself, 
which allowed my addiction to progress even 
further. Isolation is a key component of addic- 
tion. In 2008 , 1 was pulled over and charged 
with a DWI. I was put on probation, my li- 
cense was suspended and I was required to go 
to a treatment program. The odors of alcohol 
and marijuana became too conspicuous so I 
began taking random pills from the pharmacy 
I refined my taste in prescription drugs 
and started abusing opiates. Because of the 
heavy physical dependence that they cause, 

I was unable to stop without experiencing 
severe withdrawals — something I couldn’t 
afford if I wanted to keep up appearances. 
Even if I had wanted to, the psychological 
aspects of addiction never would have let me. 
As things got worse, I took more drugs to 
escape the stress and guilt. 

A surprise inspection of the pharmacy’s 
inventory revealed a massive discrepancy 


and I was later charged. Needless to say I 
was dismissed from pharmacy school after 
three years and lost my eight-year job. But I 
also lost a second family I had betrayed the 
trust of everyone, but not intentionally; my 
addiction did it for me. It’s extremely dif- 
ficult to explain addiction to someone who 
isn’t an addict. The actions and decisions are 
contrary to common sense. 

I started buying the pills on the street, but 
with no income, the cost became prohibitive. 
I knew cities had drugs, so I decided to drive 
into the city and ask people on the street 
where I could get heroin. 

My family had no idea I had lost my job 
and was spiraling out of control. I taught 
myself to shoot heroin using the Internet and 
my pharmacy background. Looking back, it’s 
a miracle I didn’t overdose and die alone in 
my apartment. This still wasn’t enough for 
me to stop. I started selling my belongings 
and getting cash advances on my credit cards 
to keep using. 

One day I knew I could con- 
tinue down a road that would kill 
me or do something different. 

I made calls to rehab centers in 
the area. I had $15 to my name, 
which was just enough money to 
put gas in my car and drive to the 
office. I took that as a sign. 

My clean date was May 20, 
2010 and I’ve been in recovery 
ever since, and will be for the 
rest of my life. 

I was clean for 100 days when 
I had my sentencing for the pharmacy theft. 

I was sentenced to one year in jail, five years 
probation, restitution and community service. 
My family and friends sat in the courtroom 
crying in disbelief as I was taken from them in 
handcuffs directly to the jail. It was one of the 
most devastating and humbling moments of 
my life. I served nine months out of the 12 and 
have maintained my sobriety to this day by 
active participation in my recovery 
Since then, I landed work, paid back 
$20,000 in credit card debt, bought a car and 
got married. I’ve repaired friendships and 
family relationships. If I hadn’t gone through 
the things I did, I wouldn’t be the same per- 
son I am today and I wouldn’t be able to offer 
hope to those who think all hope is lost.

Comedy Central: ‘Unfair' 
to judge Noah on tweets 


The graphic tweets targeting women and 
Jews written by Trevor Noah, the new host of 
“The Daily Show,” are causing a social media 
backlash and Comedy Central is defending its 
newest late-night star. 

By Tuesday Trevor Noah was a trending 
topic on Twitter as he drew fire for jokes de- 
scribed as tasteless, hateful— and unfunny 
Roseanne Barr was among those calling out 
the 31-year-old South African comic, who has 
an international following and 2 million Twit- 
ter followers. 

“U should cease sexist & anti Semitic ‘hu- 
mor’ about jewish women & Israel,” she 
tweeted late Monday 

In a statement, Comedy Central defend- 
ed Noah as a “provocative” comedian who 
“spares no one, himself included.” 

“To judge him or his comedy based on a 
handful of jokes is unfair,” said the network, 
adding that he has “a bright future at Comedy 
Central.” 

Noah’s controversial tweets were posted 


between 2009 and 2014. 

The tweets showed a different side to Noah 
than the picture painted by Comedy Central 
and the comedian himself just a day before his 
new job was announced: In a phone interview 
Monday from Dubai, where Noah was trav- 
eling on a comedy tour, he likened himself 
to the New York-born Stewart, saying, “One 
thing we both share: We are both progres- 
sives.” He added, “traveling the world I’ve 
learned that progressives, regardless of their 
locations, think in a global space.” 

Noah, the son of a black South African 
mother and white European father who 
speaks six languages, was being pitched by 
Comedy Central as reflecting a new age of 
global multiculturalism, “a citizen of the 
world,” in the words of Michele Ganeless, the 
network’s president. 

He was named a little more than a month 
after Stewart unexpectedly announced he was 
leaving “The Daily Show” following 16 years 
as the show’s principal voice.

Pitchers just might learn 
to love Wrigley Field’s 
left-field video board

It’s hard to know what baseball at Wrigley 
Field will look like this year, thanks to one of 
the busiest offseasons in recent Cubs history 

But one factor lurks beyond the control 
of manager Joe Maddon and his players — 
whether the Wrigley renovations will change 
the game itself. 

“It could conceivably have an ef- 
fect,” Alan M. Nathan, a professor 
emeritus at the University of Illinois 
and a researcher of baseball physics, 
said of Wrigley’s new video board. 
“Whether or not that effect will carry 
in a positive or negative direction re- 
mains to be seen.” 

“In my experience, weather and 
wind play a bigger part in how the game 
goes at that ballpark than any other ballpark 
in baseball,” said Len Kasper, the Cubs’ TV 
play-by-play announcer. “Whatever the wind 
is doing at batting practice, there’s a pretty 
good chance that it will change once the game 
starts.” 

Kasper said the last Wrigley renovation 
in 2006, which expanded the bleachers and 
added about 1,800 seats, resulted in a slight 
deadening of the wind. That might be the 
most likely result this season, but only when 
the unpredictable wind blows in. 

“I would imagine that with the board in left, 
that may create a bit of a dead space. If you get 


a hold of one directly at that board, and the 
wind is blowing out of the northeast, you may 
get an extra 10 feet on it and that could be the 
difference from a flyout to a home run,” he 
said. “But until we see it and experience it and 
probably go through several seasons, I don’t 
think we’ll be able to really dig into the effect 
of any structural changes.” 

“Pitchers aren’t going to like it, but it will 
be interesting to see,” Cubs first baseman 
Anthony Rizzo said. “It’s definitely some- 
thing I’ve thought of. Especially with the new 
bleachers and the way they’ll be elevated. It 
will be interesting to see how it plays out.” 

That information may come sooner than 


expected. Nathan noted that in 2013, Wrigley 
Field adopted TrackMan, a 3-D radar technol- 
ogy company that measures the trajectories 
of fly balls. By comparing arcs from before 
and after the video boards were installed, the 
Cubs could detect how their renovations alter 
the game. 

“There’s never been a real serious before- 
and-after-study with renovations,” Nathan 
said. “But they can directly compare now, and 
they’ll know with some precision. You need a 
lot of data, but 
the opportunity 
exists.”

In the seven treacherous kingdoms of “Game 
ofThrones,” the Lannisters, the Starks (what’s 
left of them) and other feuding families wage 
wars to protect their legacies. Meanwhile, on 
the other side of the TV screen, viewers who 
are behind an episode, or a season, defend 
themselves in a different battle— to keep their 
eyes and ears, well, unsullied by spoilers. 

It’s why director Kevin Mullaney wanted 
to be extra upfront about what audiences 
should expect in Under the Gun Theater’s new 
“Game ofThrones” parody show, which will 
kick off its run just as the HBO hit debuts its 
fifth season April 12. 

“I’m somebody who’s very sensitive about 
spoilers, so I wanted to make sure it was 
very clear from the title,” Mullaney said of 
“Swarm of Spoilers,” a one-hour retelling of the 
crowded narrative— spoilers included— with a 
decidedly lighter touch than the blood-soaked 
drama for which the series is known. 

Rather than condensing all 40 episodes 
of the series so far into 90 -second snippets, 
Mullaney and his team let the show’s more 
interesting storylines and the actors they cast 
determine which details their version would 
play up. The final product includes 45 of the 
series’ characters, played by an 18 -person cast. 

“One of the fun things about the show is 
that we dive into characters and kind of play 
with them more than worrying about exact 
plot points, just getting across, this is what you 
need to know about this character and this is 
what’s fun about them,” said Matt Fox, who 
plays Ned Stark in the show and is also one of 
the writers. Jon Snow is made comically boring 
in their take, Catelyn Stark comically severe.

for them, while more major players in the 
television version, Bran Stark and Daenerys’ 
dragons, to name a few, didn’t make the cut. 

“The ‘Game ofThrones’ storyline is intense. 
And {author} George R.R. Martin loves to cre- 
ate character upon character upon character 
upon character, and then kill them off, but he 
doesn’t stop creating, and so we had to devise a 
plan to focus on just several characters, other- 
wise the show would be like three weeks long,” 
said Alima Belconis, a writer who also plays 
Melisandre andTalisa. 

For the most part, cast and creators were 
longtime fans of the TV series or the books 
that inspired it, but at least one actor and one 
writer found themselves learning plot points 
they hadn’t gotten to yet while the spoof was 
being developed, Mullaney said. But maybe 
that’s not such a bad thing. 

“There’s actually this theory about spoilers 
that we think that they hurt the enjoyment of 
shows, and I definitely feel that way some- 
times, but I think there’s been studies that 
show the other side: that when we know the 
ending of a story that we haven’t read before, 
it actually enhances the story so I don’t know 
if it would actually hurt anyone to come see 
it,” Mullaney said. “Because the nature of the 
storytelling is so different that they’re not go- 
ing to have time to worry and care about Ned
